Wasnineton, December 28.—The 
senate committee on devising a meas- 
are for examining and verifying the 
electoral vote had a pdoteacied session, 
all the members being prevent but Mr. 
Logan. ‘lhe committee entered upen 
the preliminary work by examining and 
discussing the course pursued by each 
house for meeting in joint convention, 
and their decisions wuile in such con- 
vention in declaring the vote for 
president and vice-president since the 
joundation of the guvernm«nt. These 
were taxen un and debited. in some 
iustaoces, quite elaborately, the mem- 
bers of the committee Cesiring to get 
all the information possible out of the 
journals avd records of congress, and 
from contemporary politica: history. 
No more propositions were debated, 
though there was hardly a member of 
the committee who had not received 
some contribution on the question 
from one sou:ce or another, and which, 
at the proper time, may prove to be of

The meeting indicated very clearly 
that the committee will be able to se- 
cure an authentic account of each joint 
convention, both as the journals and 
the debates on the same, witn the ex- 
ception of one or two of the eariier 
congresses, where the journal of the 
proceedings can only be secured. The 
record of the debate alone will make 
a large volume. The committee 
will meet again to-morrow tv resume 
discussions. They hope by the middle 
of next week to have a conference 
with the house committee, which re- 
sumes its session in January. 

Te sub-committee of the honse 
committee, consisting of Messrs. Hun- 
ton, Springer and Willard, have had a 
meeting for the purpose of gathering 
facts for the full committée, which will 
meet when Mr. Payne, chairman, re- 
turns. When the two committees 
meet in joint session all preliminary 
work will have been done, and conclu- 
sive action may be expected early in 
January 

In the meantime the specia] commit- 
tee of the lhuiuse, of which Mr. Kuvtt 
is chairman, to determine the privi- 
leges and powers of the house in count- 
ing and determining the electoral vote, 
is pushing its investigations, and will 
probably report before the joint com- 
mittee is ready for action. 

Several memers of the senate com- 
mittee are understood to be opposed 
to the submission of any question 
growing out of this controversy to the 
supreine court of the United States.

The 
tiecle semi-officially states that the 
government intends to adopt a policy 
of non-interference in the controversy 
over the rights of the senate. 

Loypox, December 28.—The Post in 
its leading article says: “The excite- 
ment created by the first alarming tele- 
grams from the east have been much 
toned down by those which followed, 
but we have reason to believe that even 
the latter exaggerate the danger.” 

Lonvon, Dec. 28,--A special dispatch 
from Paris says that toere is the 
highest authority for stating that not- 
withstanding the hopeful dispatches 
reeentiy received from Constantinople, 
there is but a single chance of peace in 
theeast. Russia, in spite of the in- 
(ense ardor of her people for war, may 
be obliged to yield at the last m ment, 
owing to her means of transport beiug 
defective. She Las been taxing her re- 
sources tothe utmost to get her army 
into condition to strike with the great- 
est possible sudde''ness and vigor, but 
it seems now that her means of trans- 
port are inadequate to the task of pro- 
viding for sucha large army as would 
be necessary to strike adecisive blow 
against Turkey. 

Lonpon, December 28.—A Times dis- 
paich from Yoscow says the Gaz tte 
declares the new Turkish constitutions 
were a mockery of the powers. The 
only way of improving the condition 
of the Christians in Turkev is the etti- 
cacious occupation and the granting to 
Christians the right to carry arms or 
depriving the Mursu men of the right. 

Lonpon, December 28—The Pall 
Mall Gazette, in its leading editorial 
article, says that probably a word may 
be spoken to day which will be followed 
by inst nt war, threatening to inyolve 
all Europe, sooner or later. If the 
powers demand a simple yes or no, or 
if the porte for military and other 
reasous thinks it expedient to go 
straight to the point without delay, the 
answer will be a refusal; but it is 
more likely no direct or final answer 
will yet be given, not that the porte has 
shown the faintest sign of yielding to 
the Rassian demands, but the Pall Mall 
Gazette, tracing the Russian policy for 
the formidable pretension of imme- 
diate Kussian oc upation throughout 
the various modifications to the latest 
proposal for the simple introduction of 
asmall number of Belgians as gens d’ 
armes, to supply the nucleus for an 
organization of a native police force, 
after the model common in most con- 
tinental states, concludes that Russia 
is ready to accept or indeed to suggest 
further modifications, because affairs 
do not look well for Russia at this time. 
It says the stories of disagreeable dis- 
coveries in Russian arsenals, and un- 
expected weakness in transport ap- 
paratus, are probably true. Thecoun- 
try is almost bankrupt, and the failure 
of the international loan showed how 
little money conid be serewed out of 
the people. The danger of antagonism 
with Austria, and thereafter with 
Germany and of being confronted by 
Great Britain at a certain point of suc- 
cess may well bring Russia to pause 
and if Turkey knowsher foe would be 
glad to withdraw from her arrogant 
position. Midhat Pasha is not unlikely 
to facilitate that retirement. The ques- 
tion is notso much whether the porte 
wiil yield to the Russian demands for 
the sake of peace, but whether Russia 
will abate them for the saine object.

minutes. One of these forts was built 
by contractois—doubtless carpet-bag-

The Indians In the fort are great 
features of interest. These stolid fel- 
lows, came of a lineage that antedates 
even the oldest houses here.

I 
have bed them to fasten their basilisk 
orbs on my face, and glue me with the 
gaze of scorn, until every mouthful I 
took would nearly choke me,and when 
in pure desperation I would send my 
particular waiter to the kitehen for 
something I did not-want, he would 
call up a new one with a fresh eye, and 
ge: him to watch me while be was 
gone. Ah! many’s the time 
[ have sacrificed my  stom- 
ach to my pride,fand fled hun- 
gry before the dumb bulldozing of a 
uotel waiter! 

This head waiter was the most re- 
spectable person | have ever seen or 
heard of. Hewasa leisurely creature 
in lavender panis and side-whiskers. 
As we entered the dining-room a cold 
chill ran down my back as I felt that 
the head waiter had singled me out as 
one to make an example of. I felt him 
fix his eyes on a little double-chin that 
Fi rida tit-bits have added to my face, 
fhen I saw asneer, hovering between 
hatred and contempt, curl his upper 
lip,and I felt that my doom was sealed. 
as I seated myself, I found that he 
had retired to the staircase and was 
resting his head languidly on his hand, 
as if the a contempilations of glut- 
tons had well nigh finished him. I sup- 
pose he ‘noticed that I was taking 
rather too discursive a glance down the 
bill of fare.

The strike now extends,” says the 
Knoxville Triburfe, to every coal mine 
in Tennessee where free labor is em- 
ployed; and only three miners in. that 
state are worked by convicts. It began 
at Coal Creek, where the mirers were 
receiving-three cents a bushel for dig- 
ging coal. They demanded four cents, 
on the ground that they were virtually 
compelled to purchase all their sup- 
plies at “‘cumpany stores,” in which 
exorbitant prices are the rule—in other 
words, that the companies practically 
“ paid off” in goods at their owa prices. 
On this ground the strikers were clearly 
in the right; but when they declined 
to go to work at the rate of 
three cents a bushel in cash, 
their case was materially altered. 

The coal operators have determined 
not to pay more than three, and the 
miners not to take less than four, cents. 
At the Soddy and Sale creek mines, the 
price for digging was only two cents, 
and the new demand at these mines is 
only two and a-half cents. This fact

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He Charged with Being Accessory to 
the Hilliug ef a Men Thirteen 
Years Ago. 


Yesterday a white man, apparently 
about 30 or35 years of age, was brought to this 
city under arrest, charged with being accessory 
toa murder committed nearly thirteen years 
ago. Arrests forcrimcsas far back as this are 
unusual, and ihe facts we have b»xen able to 
gather form a singular story. 

The name of the prisoner is Thomas J. Ander- 
son, aod the murder in which he is implicated 
was committed during the war, in the year 1864 
The name of the man killed was Johu Cramer, 
and he was a farmer in White county. Itseems 
that the prisoner belonged toa

and the squad to which h-: was aiteched was 
going from Dahlonega to Rabun county after 
some horses that had been ieft bebind there. 
On their way the party passed Cremer’s oouse, 
and ali went inexcept Anderson who remained 
outside at the gate to hold the horses. The 
cavalrymen inside got into some sort of a row 
with Cramer, and settled it by shooting him in 
the presence of his family, and then went on 
their way. That night a number of independ- 
ent scouts of whom that section of the country 
was full, followed them to their camp, and suc- 
ceeded in catching the captain, whom they 
AT ONCE HUNG TO A TREB. 

After the war, Anderson amoung others, re- 
turned to White county In 186; the grani jury 
ef the county indicted the whole crowd for the 
murder. They all ran away except Andersoa, 
who was caught and tried at the ensuing term 
of the superiorcourt. Tne jury returned him 
guilty of being accessory before the fact to the 
murder, and the judge sentenced him to three 
years hard labor in the penitéutiary. 

On the way to the penitentiary he escaped 
from the guard. From that time uatil last 
May he has been wandering around through 
the states of Arkansas, Mississippi, Louisiana 
and Texas. 

During May he came back to White county 
and went to work, supposing that, on account 
of the great lapse of time since his conviction, 
he would not be molested. Unfortunately for 
him, this-proved to bea mistake On the 10th 
insvant Gov. Smith, probably through the rep- 

resentation of some of the citizens of White 
county, offered a reward for his apprebeusion. 
He was arrested without difficulty, and was 
yosterday afternoon sent to Fulton county jail. 
Anderson protests his innocence with great 
earnestness, and itis probable that this is a case / 
where execntive csemency could be wisely ex- 
erghed,
